FOOCHOW TEA TRADE

One of the reasons for the 
Nanking Government's budgetary 
difficulties, likewise one inti- 
mately connected with the silver 
problem, is the parloug state of 
hhina’s export trade. The glory 
that was silk and’ the palmy 
days of the tea clippers have 
been left behind, md this solely 
for the reason that steps have 
not been taken to ensure an im- 
provement in these commodities 
or even to maintain the former 
high standard whieh made them 
0 yreatly prized throughout the 

world. Foreign enterprise hi 
made heroic attempts to improve 
jcultuye here, but the results 
e not been too encouraging 
owing to the indifference of the 
farmers as to the kind of seed 
they use, and, in the case of tea, 
quality has in many cases been 
allowed to deterioriate owing to 
the adoption-of such measures 
as coarse picking, when prices 
have been high “and harvests 
generally small. Up. to this 
point the grower’ may be held to 
e almost solaly responsible, as 
he has declined all assistance 
offered by foreign merchents 
for the improvement of the tea 
he produces: even the sugges- 
ion of & cess on exports a few 
ars ago with this object in 
lew evoked very little interest 
in the tea districts.

it. They blamed the teamen for 
the presence of the soldiery, and 
the latest reports from’ the 
district are that their threats 
of vengeance are of a nature 
calculated to inspire respect 
even from the most hardened 
and | daring souls. Actually 
word has reached Foochow that 
there will be no discussion this 
coming season regarding what 
payments will be made, but that| 
48 soon as the teamen or their 
families return to the district 
for the purpose of making their. 
usual purchases, their heads. 
will be cut off. “That they are 
obviously sincere in their threat 
may be gauged from the fact 
that no fewer than eight teamen 
are reported to have Feen illed 
by bandits during the past 
season, a state of affairs not 
calculated to inspire confidence 
among the others engaged in the 
trade. 

‘A lamentable lack of fore- 
ight has been shown by the 
authorities in the withdrawal of 
military protection when it 
must have been apparently that 
the evil in the district was only 
scotehed and not eradicated. 
Because of the fact that these 
eight teamen have been killed 
there will be fewer hongs 
operating in the tea district, and 
the cash advances from Foochow 
to the growers will be pro- 
portionately smaller.

Further details with reference to 
the decision of the Reorganization 
Commission of the China Merchants 
N, Co, to revise the company's 
pension and compensation regula- 

foreign empleyees 
are cor are now availabl 
notices having been sent to the 
foreign officers and engineers em- 
ployed by the company. 

According to these, no special re: 
gulations regarding ‘the treatment | 
of all ranks of the staff were en- 
forced by the company when it was 
under the control of the merchants. 
Although certain measures for the 
benefit of staff members who with- 
drew from the service of the com- 
pany since it was transformed into 
a Government intitation in. Feb- 
ruay 1928, no special privileges 
wefe accorded to men who had 
seen long service in the company 
‘and it was deemied necessary to 
introduce reasonable treatment for 
all loyal members of the staff. 

With regard to foreign members 
of the staff, former directors of the 
company (and other foreign and 
Chinese shipping companies), in 
1921, were compelied by dificult 
circumstances to accept demands 
presented by their Guilds and to 

r and provident funds, 
he chief aim was to stem the tor- 
rent of competition of foreign sea 
men from abroad, for the World 
War had only then ended. After 
some years, this point was no long- 
‘er considered necessary, so a revised

30 years: four months’ 
salary for those who bave been in 
the company’s. service between 20 
‘and 25 years: three months’ sala 
for those with between 15 and 2 
‘years. service: {wo months’ salary 
for those who serve ‘between ten 
‘and 15 years: and a month’s salary 
for those whose ‘service ig between 
five and “tea” Years, “Salaries 
rentioned shall be paid at the 
of the salary recelved by foreign 
‘employees at the time of their re- 
Erement.
